• nary I, and yesterday there had 
been but 53 persons

county who had applied for and 
received these identification cards 
at the county clerk s office. A ll of 
which boils down to the conclu­ 
sion thai no one is too much con­ 
cerned about the new regulation, 
neither the 21-25 drinkers nor the 
grog shop proprietors. 
The so-called “ liquor interests” 
were indirectly responsible for the 
law in the first place. Liquor li­ 
censees complained,

ran afoul of the law prohibiting 
the sale of liquor to minors, that 
they had no way of determining 
when a customer was 20, 21 or 
older.
